' Our mother tongue is therefore the 
mighty chaiti that binds us in uuiou. 
I have indeed been sometimes called n 
foreigner in an official sense, not being 
an American citizen, but a British sub- 
ject, whose home is in Australia. Where 
people read the same b,x»ks they are apt 
to think similar thoughts and to have 
kindred aims. And I can never meet 
with more brotherly and sisterly fellow 
workers than have clasped hand.-, with 
me in America. Our history down to n 
certain point i.» the same, and though re- 
cent developments vary iu various quar- 
ters of the -lobe we are all marching 
on. and every step in the right direction 
taken by any of us aids true progress 
for all 

Yet there are distinctions betw»« n 
the women in the various latitudes and 
longitudes even the more interesting 
on account of their fundamental agree- 
ment. And the most striking thing to 
me is the mauuer in which American 
women have successfully invade, 1 every 
field formerly held as a masculine pre- 
serve and have become a great indus- 
trial army not only of hand workers 
and housekeepers, but of head workers 
in professions and in every branch of 
educational and clerical work. 

It was not till 1796 that the B-mtou 
schools were open to girls as pupils. It 
was only in 1880 that Massachusetts 
employed women to teach iu the schools. 
And now seven-eighths of the teachers 
iu the puh’ c schools are women and 
perhaps more iu the Sunday schools. 

Coeducation in schools and in univer- 
sity, and where the latter cannot be ob- 
tained universities for girls open to 
them In all states of the Union, and the 
higher education as far as it can be had 
eagerly seized by the sex, which was 
excluded from the schools altoge ther a 
century ago, have made u great change 
in the relations of the sexes to each 
other. Wo len no longer look on mar- 
riage as the great business of life iu 
America 1 m exploded idea lingers f" 
novels and novelettes, but m real life ii 
is felt that financial independence and 
the capacity for earning a livelihood se- 
cure women from having to marry for 
a home. Real love makes the self sup- 
porting woman give up her independ- 
ence, but the dependent woman was 
tempted to accept any man who seemed 
willing and able to provide for her. 

There Is n quietness and simplicity in 
the dress of the educated working wom- 
an in America which I am told lins grad- 
ually come into favor. At first girls 
would go to the office in cheap silks and 
startling hats, but now they have learn- 
ed both what is serviceable and what is 
suitable. The earnings of these Ameri- 
can women are higher compured with 
those of men than they are in England 
or in Australia. I think they are general- 
ly better f**d and clothed than women 
iu the same work with us iu Australia, 
and they are immensely more numerous. 
They come out of families in better cir- 
cumstances. I think the democratic uir 
of America fosters tho idea that it is 
honorable to earn the breml we eat, ami 
that a supernumerary idle daughter is 
as great an encumbrance a» an idle sou. 

If women nre thus strong in thu 
schools, iu the professions and in thu of- 
fices of America, what shall we say of 
them iu the churches r Mark Twain, iu 
his own humorous way returning thanks 
for the toast of the ladies, said thut 
“without women men would be scarco, “ 
and without women we may truly suy 
that the chur-hes would be nearly 
empty. Not only by their b<»dily pres- 
ence and their regular attendance) do 
they cheer the pastor's heart, but all tho 
organizations which radiate from tho 
church us a Ccuter depend on women 
entirely. I heard of a city where there 
were 14 organizations of women, chari- 
table, religious and literary, and only 
one organization of men, and that was 
a base hull club. 

It used to be said that women could 
not organize, for they wen- full of petty 
jealousy and spiv . but that via when 
the men wrote the books and made thu 
proverbs. Nowadays, when thu women 
write more books and r, ad more books 
than thu men, and when they, t>>o, can
